The political dopesters have been flop 
ping all over themselves in prognos­ 
ticating likely choices aud the field 
of available men has been nearly ex­ 
hausted. The question has been con­ 
templated by every standpat repub­ 
lican and in some instances the “know 
alls” have predicted that a progres­ 
sive will be picked for second place, 
under the 
theory 
that concessions 
must be made by the G. O. P. to the 
element that has sprung up within 
ks ranks. 
Old party leaders, like Ex-Senator 
Scot , of West Virginia, Ex-Senator 
Du Bois, of 
Idaho, Senator 
Lodge, 
Senator Crane and others are sticking 
close to the Capital City, conferring 
daily over the political situation. The 
phase of the 
“running 
mate” has 
been discussed a number of times at 
;he White House with President Taft 
and, with but few exceptions, the sug­ 
gestion of candidates has met with 
his approval. 
A 
number of men, 
likely to command a strong follow­ 
ing in the country as a whole, have 
been suggested. 
The latest recruit tha 
has 
been 
suggested to add to the list of possi­ 
bilities is Senator William Edgar Bo­ 
rah, author of the famous “Mother’s 
Day” Senate resolution. 
He is a big 
man 
the wes and generally known 
throughout the Un I tied States. 
The 
mention of his name in this connec­ 
tion conies from quarters close to the 
administration, 
and 
it 
is 
beyond 
ques ion that if the political fates 
see fit tc^ impose the nomination for 
second place on the sturdy shoulders 
of the senator from Idaho there will 
be satisfaction in the White House. 
Vice President Sherman is still in 
the game of politics, bu 
whether he 
intends to try again 
for 
the 
vice 
presidency 
is not 
known, notwith­ 
standing the fact that some months 
ago he signified 
his intention of no 
running again. 
There is no doubt 
in the minds of leading statesmen 
that the New' Yorker is stronger with

Oklahoma iCty, March 12.—Justice 
C. SB. Ames of the supreme court com 
mission has in an opinion given in 
the case of D. lf. Blunk against B. J. 
Waugh and John J. Queenan in ap­ 
peal from the Oklahoma colin y court, 
established the rule that confiscated 
liquors shipped into Oklahoma for 
distribution by a third party and con­ 
fiscated by enforcement officers can­ 
not be replevined. 
Blunk, acting as m anager of the 
Oklahoma distributing company, re­ 
ceived shipments of liquors from va­ 
rious distilleries and breweries, with 
the name of the consignee marked 
upon the package. The consignments

Blunk sought to recover by writ of 
replevin.
